Fred Di Mauro of 67 Newbury street, 
Lawrence, alleged to be the driver of the 
ear which struck and fatally injured 
William Haddon of Essex street early 
Sunday morning, is held under $1,000 
bail for a hearing October 20 on a charge 
of reckless driving and also on a charge 
of failure to report an accident. 

The almost lifeless body of Mr. H: d- 
don was found by George Davis of 3 
Buxton court as he was walking’ from 
Lawrence to Andover about one o’clock 
Sunday morning. Davis heard the 
crash of the impact, but was not near 
enough to see exactly what happened. 

A Packard touring car under high 
speed tearing toward Lawrence pzssed 
him immediately and after walking 
ahead a hundred feet he stumbled over 
the body of Mr. Haddon in the road. 
Davis hailed a passing machine and had 
the injured man rushed to the Lawrence 
General hospital. Examination dis- 
closed that he was breathing feebly, but 
he died within a short time. 

The body wes removed by the under- 
taking parlors of E. M. Lundgren, An- 
dover ,and Sunday afternoon Medical 
Examiner George W. Dow held an 
autopsy at the request of District At- 
torney Donnell, according to the An- 
dover police. Dr. Dow found that Mr. 
Haddon’s body had been badly crushed 
on the right side, His leg was broken in 
several places, his skull fractured, his

ambitions of his dife had been gratified 
since he was now officially recognized as 
a farmer. 

During the time. that Mr. Wood was 
speaking he was constantly interrupted 
by the cackling of hens and the crowing 
of roosters which were a part of the 
poultry exhibit, not to mention the 
shouts and profanity of the men who 
were struggling with the straining ropes 
and bellying canvas of the tent which 
was tormented all day by the high wind. 

Mr. Wood’s forecast that there would 
be no immediate reduction in wages in 
the woolen industry and that the next 
United States senator for this district 
would be a man from Andover were 
prophecies welcomed by his hearers.. 

Mr. Wood spoke in part as follows: 


“Argriculture is the most vit. of all 
the industries. It may be interestirg 
to you farmers to know th t the amount 
of capital invested in farming exceeds 
$89,000, 000,000. The investment is great- 
erthan that in all the railroads and the 
manufacturing industries of the country 
combined. 


Mr. Wood introduced Theodore H. 
Price, editor of Commerce ard Fian- 
ance as a man who covld make “two 
head of cabbage grow where a blade of 
witch grass grew before.” Mr. Price on 
his part professed ignorance concern- 
ing witch griss and steted that his 
knowledge ofstock wis confined entirely 
the bulls, bears, and lar bsin Wall street. 

The application of the principle of 
co-operation by farmers in the raising 
and marketing of their products is 
necessary, said Mr. Price, if they are to 
eliminate their speculative risks. No 
business men are such speculetors ¢s 
farmers who are obliged to make invest- 
ments with no guarantee as to returns. 
It is not to be wondered at that the rural 
population is-constantly decrezsing. Of 
the 105,000,000 persons in the United 
States, only 18,000,000 or less than twen- 
ty per cent are engaged in agriculture 
and this badly balanced proportion of 
our population is largely licble for the 
unemployment situation. 

The automobile and the telezhone 
have solved some of the farmer’s prob- 
lems, but farming must be made not 
only more attractive, but less specula- 


thei? ‘products too cheaply and. pointed 
out the interdependence between farm- 
ers and textile workers, each consuming 
the other’s praducts. 

Arthur W. Gilbert, comissioner of 
the state department of Massachusetts 
is Pot. cn advoci.te of day-light saving. 
Although only ten per cent of our popu- 
lation is engaged in agriculture, yet the 
ninety per cent of industri: 1 workers is 
dependent in no small me. sure on food 
produced loczlly. 

The fact that Massachusetts hes fallen 
from fifth to sixth place <s an industrial 
state is significant in that her place is 
taken by Ohio which is a center of food 
production. Cheaper food means lower 
wages which will enzble New England 
manufecturers to compete successfully 
with workers in other states. Therefore 
Mr. Gilbert re:sons that more food 
should be produced in Massachusetts 
end that every encouragement should be 
given the farmer. He considers day- 
light saving as one more factor to turn 
the scale against the farmer.

The happiness and prosperity of the 
country is in your hands. The basis of 
al] wealth originates from the soil. You 
feed and clothe the nation. 

The present adminstration hes a very 
sympathetic feeling for the farmers. 
The farming industry of the country has 
ilways been neglected, but things are 
taking a different course. More real 
help has come from Congress in the last 
session than from all the doings of Con- 
gress since the beginning of the Republic. 
The farmers are now in a position to 
have a real voice and a voice that is being 
listened to. 

All industries more or less are inter- 
dependents. We cannot have any in- 
dustry at the highest point of prosperity 
unless each and every one of them is 
flourishing. The different sections of the 
farming industry of this country have 
peculizr interests all their own. The 
interests of the farmers beyond the Mis- 
sissippi differ from those in the South 
or in New England. They are more 
interested in the export trade, while 
right here in New England and right 
here in West Parish the success of you 
farmers more or less depends upon the 
success of the surrounding local country 
and its local industries. Lawrence is a 
great market for our farmers here in 
West Parish. If the mills are successful, 
you share in that prosperity, and there- 
fore it is my honest belief that you 
gentlemen and ladies ought to be very 
particular whom you send to Congress. 
You should send to Congress a man who 
represents your peculiar interests and 
the interests of your section of the 
country. We want no more idle mills. 
We will soon be called upon to elect a 
new Senator. It is important that we 
send the right man. We went no more 
shutting down of our machinery. We 
want no more throwing people out of 
work that we saw last year. And we 
want to send the man whom we will all 
be proud of. I predict that the next 
Senator from Massachusetts will come 
from Andover. It would be a glorious 
thing for us if we could have it so. The 
man is here; he is a noble citizen of our 
town. He is a good fighter and he is in 
the fore-rank today of men in public 
life. He is known throughout our State 
and throughout many States. I need 
not mention to you his name, you know 
it as well cs I do. But when the right 
time comes don’t forget that we can 
send a man as Senator to Congress who 
will work for our interests and promote 
the success and happiness of the State. 

In connection with this question of 
interdependence naturally arises the 
question of wages. What is the outlook 
for wages in our community? The cot- 
ton industry is as distinct from the wool- 
en industry as the brick industry is from 
the glass industry; but during the in- 
flation since the war and the raising of 
wages, they have gonealong together. 
Inthe early days theseindustries varied. 
There were times when the cottonindus 
try could advance wages while the wool- 
en mills would have to reduce, and vice 
versa. But they have been marching 
together until now, and again we have 
come to the parting of the ways. The 
cotton industry cannot at the present 
time go along with the woolen industry 
and while the question of wages is being 
discussed in the cotton industry, I can 
see nothing in the woolen industry to 


warrant a reduction of wages. Natur-}. 


ally I am not a superman. It takes a 
very able man to look ahead 24 hours. 
I do not know what the possibilities are, 
but I believe today that if every man 
and woman employed in the woolen in- 
dustry would exercise the greatest effici- 
ency and do their level best, it. would go 
a long way toward the possibility of a 
postponement of this question of the re- 
duction of wages. I see no immediate 
prospect of a reduction in wages in the 
woolen industry.”

Clarence W. Barron, editor of the 
Boston News Bureau, an authority on 
finance, pronounced William M. Wood 
to be the man with the ‘“‘most fore- 
sighted financial ability in the United 
States.”

The retailers, stand- 
ing between the two millstones, must 
pay high handling and transportation 
costs and take up the slack of slow 
consumer collections. The operators 
say that lubor costs, the largest single 
item in mining coal, maintain high 
prices at the mines. The miners, in 
convention recently assembled, up- 
roariously refuse to accept lower wages. 
They prefer high wages and no work to 
lower wages and steady work. 

Meanwhile winter approaches and 
stocks on hand may be exhausted before 
the shock is felt at the other end of the 
circle. There are fair chances of uncom- 
fortably cold homes before long. 

Haven’t we, as individuals and as a 
nation, intelligence, courage and in- 
genuity enough to break this vicious 
circle?—Boston Herald.

Now someone is unkind enough to 
say that it has been found upon inves- 
tigation that Mrs. O’Leary had a lame 
foot on Octaber 9, 1871, that she went 
to bed early, and didn’t do the chores by 
lantern light. We feel very much in- 
jured to have this bit of folk lore ques- 
tioned, very much as we felt when, it 
was suggested that Geerge Washing- 
ton’s cherry tree was a myth.

A PROCLAMATION 


Whereas, the United States suffers through destruction by fire an annual loss of life estimated at 15,000 
human beings, most of them women and children, and, 
Whereas, In the face of the world's dire need for American products our fire losses increased during 


1920 to over five hundred million dollars, and during the previous five-year period totalled over $1,416,875,- 
000—buildings, foodstuffs and other created wealth needlessly wiped out of existence —and, 
Whereas, In addition to the above, forest fires during the five years ended with 1920 further reduced 
our diminishing timber resources by a total of over $85,000,000, also threatening with aridity over 56,000,- 
000 acres of hitherto productive woodland, and, 
Whereas, Most of our fire losses are due to carelessness and ignorance and may be easily prevented by 
increased care and education on the part of citizens: 

Therefore, I, Warren G. Harding, President of the United States, do urge upon the governors of the 
various States to designate and set apart Oct. 10, 1921, anniversary of the Chicago fire, as Fire Prevention 
Day, with these principal objects in view, to wit: 

To request the citizens of their States to plan for that day and period, through pulpit, through open 
forum and through the schools, such instructive and educational exercises as shall impress the public 
mind with the calamitous effects and threatened economic disaster of such unnceessary fire waste; wa 

To urge, as an every-day duty of citizenship, individual and collective efforts in conserving our coun- 
try’s natural and created resources, and, 

To promote systematic instruction in fire prevention in our schools, constant observance of the ordin- 
ary precautions that safeguard us from fires, and an orderliness in home and community, that we may over- 
come this lurking peril. 

Fire is a danger that never sleeps. 

In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal of the United States to be affixed. 

Done in the District of Columbia this 27th day of September, in the year of Our Lord, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-one, and of the Independence of the United States of America the one hundred 
and forty-fifth.

NEW DINING ROOM OPENS 


Visitors from the Boston Office are

The room to 
the south of the main dining hall may be 
used for dancing at any time and if the 
occasion demands it the carpets down 
the center of the main hall may be lifted 
to provide danéing space.
